LojiDOK, July 21 — Important communi- 
cations have passed to-day between the 

Forei;^n oflico and Ciiptiiin H. M. Jones, 
British minister resident in Banfjkok. Vice- 
Admiral Sir Kdmund Robert Freemuntlo, 
K.C.B., C.M.G., conimander in-chief of tlie 
China fijuadron, ia haatening to Singa- 
pore, where dispatches from the ad- 
miralty await him. Tho rest of the 
8t|uii(lron unilcr him accompany him. Great 
Britain informed Siuni yesterday that she 
could not rLc:>t,'nizii any obligation to assist 
her. It, ia evident, iherefoie, the iSiumesu 
Government must patch up as best 
it can its differences with France. 
In the territorial nrracgements, however, 
Groat Britain will havo a say. The exact 
nature of her deniunda cannot bo ascer- 
tained before Franco shall specify more par- 
ticularly than blu! Iin8 specilied in her ulti- 
matum tho bouoUariea of the territory to bo 
bronght under the French control. 

London, July 21.— In response to ques- 
tion.s asked in tho House of Commons to-duy 
in regard to the Franco-Siameso dispute 
Sir Ivlu-ard (Iray, I'arlianientary Secretary 
of tho Foieigii ollice, said that the following 
terms of the ultimatum sent by Franco to 
Siani, contained in a telegram from Bang. 
kol£, tallied with those France had commu- 
nicated to Great liritain, but they gave 
the terms in fuller detail. 

lat. A recognition of the rights of Annani 
and Cambodia on the left or eastern bank of 
the Mekong river. 

2od. Bvaonatioa of the forts held there 
by the Siamese within a month. 

3rd. Full satisfaction for vhrious acgrea- 
siona ngainat French ships and sailora on the 
ilenan river. 

4th. Tho punishment of tho culprits and 
provision (or the pecuniary indemnity of 
tho victims. 

5lh. An indemnity of '_>,0()(),000 francs 
for various damugea sustained by French 
subjects. 

(ith. Tho immediate deposit of three mil- 
lion franco to guarantee the payment of the 
4th and oth claims, or tlio assignmenla of 
taxes in certain districts in lieu of a deposit 
of ;i,O()(),000 francs. 

Sir lOdwurd (!ray stated that ho was at 
present unablo to any in what sense or with 
what geogruiihical limitation the French de- 
mand was inaile. He expi cted early informa- 
tion from Lord Dulferin, liritishumbua.iailorlo 
Fiance, whose leave of absence from Paris 
had tieen cancelled, and who had been 
ordered to return to his post. 

When asked what steps the Clovcrnmenl 
proposed to take to avert 50 acrious and 
wanton a cilainily as the threatened block 
ado of the Menam river winld be, Sir Ed- 
ward replied that ho could only report that 
tho Government was most desirous of a 
friendly settlement of the dispute. He 
could not, at present, announce that any 
definite steps had been taken. 

Sir Ellis Ashmesd-Bartlett (Conserva- 
tive), member fur Sheffield, pressed the 
Government to obtain an extension of the 
period granted in tho altimalum. 

Sir Edward said ho did not think that 
such interference would conduce to a 
friendly settlement of the question. 

Sir Ellis asked if the ultimatum might 
not become a fait accompli before Great 
Britain received the answer of Franco. 

Sir Edward replied that as regards the 
only point really concerning Great Britain, 
namely, the territorial arrangements, the 
Government was still in communioatioc 
with the Government of France. No geo- 
graphical limitation had yet been laid 
down. 

Pauls, July 21. — The representative of 
the United I'refs hiis been at pains to dis- 
cover the IrutlifulnesB or otherwise of the 
iinp irtaiil stattnient jjuljliahed yesterday in 
tile I'elit Journal and the National to the 
clhctthat B inn Mnorhrenheim, the Rus- 
sian I mlias.sador to France, has assured the 
I'Vench Government that linssia would 
support Franco on every point in dispute 
betueeii herself and Siam, and that 
Russian warships were on their v.'iiy 
to the gtdf of Siam to uphold tho French 
and ]irotcct Freiicli ciliz'iiis. liaron de 
Korir, an allauhe of the Russian etiibussy, 
to-day asHured tho representative of the 
United Pri^ss that tlieatatenient was a hoa.v. 
Baron Woorhrenheim went to .Mrjscow on 
Tuesday la^t, tlie day on which ho was 
alleged to have (■ouvi-yeil to M. ile Ville, the 
French ministiT, iufornnition as to the in- 
tentiona of Russia. As a matter of fact 
suliicieut time had not then idapsed for 
Russia to havo conveyed to her represent i- 
tive Information as to whether she intends 
to take any part in the dispute or not. The 
two newspapers in question stated that 
Baron Monrhrcnheim gave the information 
to M. de Ville on Tuesday, just before the 
latter explained tho position of France to 
the Chamber of Deputies. Baron Moorbren- 
heim at that time was on his way to Royat.

SOUTH AUKllICA. 

The WarB That Are Urewlug and the Fights 
That Aro Jlukliig Amuug the 
Latin Peoples. 

Vali'AUAISO, July 21. — Twelve hundred 
aoldiors, under command of Chicuo Felice, 
have arrived at Artcgas, and will pursue 
Sjraiva, who met a force of (iOO men, com- 
manded by Elioa Pedroso, who ia now on 
his way to Aroyo Grand. Saraiva captured 
fiUU horsea af<er his men had killed the 
L'uurds. President Peixote doubts if the 
Uruguayan navy will be ashed to deliver 
tho revolters now making their head 
quarters in Montevideo, or to expel them 
w herever found. Interruption of ich graph 
service coutiones, although a vigorous pro- 
test has been entered, it is reported that 
Saraiva has abandoned the siege of Yugu- 
uron. 

Managua, Nicaragua, July 21 —In an 
interview to-day United States Minister 
Baker said ho would not interfere in the 
present trouble unless he recoived orders 
from Washington. Six thousand men havo 
been recruited by tho oHicial commission 
and will be sent to Leon to-morrow. Two 
German residents of Leon, Morris and 
Weisk, havo arrived hero. They report 
that the revolui ioiiary army under Geiiei al 
Ortiz nuiTihera H,(J()0 They have b-en guilty 
of no disortlers an 1 tire awaititig ordeis, 

Pana.ma, Colombia, July 21 — News has 
jnst b'on received from Tegucigalpa that 
tho llonduraa tioops threatened mutiny 
because thoy had not been paid Presi- 
dent Vu8'|iua forced a lom from tho 
merchants of tho city. With the money 
thus raised the aoldiers were paid and the 
threut( nod rising was thus avertt-d. Bo- 
ports of renewed revolutionary activity in 
the eastern provinces are again in circula- 
tion and create much apprehension in the 
capital. 

Nows lias been received that tho expedi- 
tion fitted nut at .Martiiiiijue against Vene- 
zuela has landed arms on the Goajar 
lieninaula, near the Colombian frontier. 
Many contradictory rcporta of the uprising 
havo been received. Gov. Fernandi z has 
pressed many recruits into service. Several 
prominent cit'zens of tho state, havo been 
imprisoned. The Venezuela press is silent 
on the question. 

San Frauoisoo, July 21.— Privoto ad- 
vices are reported to have been received in 
this city to-day announcing that another 
revolution is imminent in San Salvador. 
According to advioes received the trouble is 
duo to forced loans made by President 
I'^zeta on banks, oapitaliBt.a and commercial 
men. In order to protect themselves, the 
lati cr have joined forces with those whom 
they havo heretofore bad as their enemies. 
Many of those who have refused loans have 
been arrested. Coosnl Reman stated that 
ho had heard of the reports, but had not 
been advised of any trnuhle. 



WAJR INEVITABLE 



Fruitless Conference Between lllue 
Owners auil the Miners' Fed- 
eration of Eugpland. 



Capital Has Thrown Down the 6aan^ 
let and Most Meet the 
Issne. 



' London, July 21.— Action was taken to- 
day by the representative of tho coal miners 

that renders a prolongued strike a practical 
c-Ttainty. The conference of the Miners' 
Federation at liiriningbain yesterday, ap- 
pointed a deputation to meet tho repreaenta- 
tivea of tho Mine Owners' Asaociaiion. The 
nieetiiig was held in this city to-day, and 
"as fiuitli ^-s of an amicable agreement, 
liuiijamin Pickaril, M.l'., vico-preaident of 
Miners' National Union, refused either to 
accept a reduction of ivi'g.ji of 25 per cent, 
or one penny, or to submit thu (jiieation to 
arbitration. The mine owners, bo said, 
should havo given notice of their intention 
of making a 25 per cent reduction in wages. 
They had thrown down the glove and war 
was inevitable, 



WhO VVElilO THIOV ? 

Jlyst'Crlons Difapp' iirance on Lake Wnahln;;- 
tou— Two I'artles Drowned From 
a Boat. 

Skattlk, July 21. — This afternoon, at 
.3 o'clock, a yooDg man of twenty-two and a 
girl of nineteen hired a boat and went row- 
ing on Lake Washington. An hour after 
tlie 81 came.- Arjiiila heard tho young woman 
ncream, and going towards tho boat saw 
that the man had the woman in the bottom 
of the boat. When he saw the steamer he 
released her and she stood up and said : 
" It's all right, I guess -he'll take me aiboro 
now." The stoamer then turned and land- 
ed at the foot of Madison street. The boat 
house keeper at once put out With a boat, 
and after a long row, saw the man sitting 
in the bow of the boat but saw nothing 
of the girl. When he got within twenty 
yards of tho boat the man arose and deliber- 
ately dived into the lake. The boathonae 
man rowed hurriedly with the intention of 
saving him; hut lie never came to tho sur- 
face again. The woman, too, had di.iap 
peared. The presumption is that he made 
a criminal ahSanlt and t liat she jump< d over- 
board to avoid liim. Nothing was found in 
the boat but an old umbrella :intl a pond 
lily. Who the parties aro has not yet been 
learned.

Purther Tostliimny nefore tho Oinrt Martial— 
Another oiUi cr Who Din Not Under- 
stinul the Slf^nal. 

Valktta, Malta, July 21.— At to-day's 
session of tho court martial, on tho warship 
Hibernia, Captain Arthur Moore, of the 
Dreadnaught, was the first witness called. 
Ho said ho thought that before the collision 
that the Cainperdown was making a bad 
turn. The Victoria seemed to be 
turning quicker than tho Camperdown. 
The circle in which the latter was turning 
was larger than he should have expic'ed. 
Ho thought that the signal from the Via- 
toria ordering that the small boats of the 
other vessels of the fleet should not be sent 
to the Viotoria was a wise one, as 
the small boats might have been drawn 
down in thn suction caused by the 
Victoria when she sank. When the Viotoria 
made the signal for the manceavre, he. ex- 
pected that some novel and interesting 
volution was to bo performed. Neverthe- 
less, ho added, he did not under- 
stand tho signal. Other testimony waa given 
showing that Vice Admiral Tiyin had been 
suffering with an ulcer on the leg for a 
mouth previous to the disaster, His gen- 
eral health, however, had not been affected. 



"fiOr GUlIiTY!" 

The C. P. K. Assents at Tacoran Deny Tha 
They Have Violated the Interstate 

Comin> rep Law, 

Tacosia, July 21.— lu the U S. District 
court yesterday the local n presentativea of 
the Canadian Pacific railroad, Messrs. 
Thompson and Calder, pleaded not gnilty to 

the charge of violating the interstate com- 
merco law by passenger rate cutting. The 
case will not, therefore, come up for argu- 
ment daring this terra of court. The indict- 
ment was drawn with a view of rendering 
it iinpoasilile for tho company to demur. 
Now that the ofiiuials have pleaded not 
guihy, tho prosecution anticipaiea little 
trouble in proving that they are guilty. The 
railroad people aeeiii aluo to Ik; coulident of 
showing at the proper time that they have 
not violated the interstate law in this case. 

.Special Agent Ivretschiiier, of the inter- 
state comimssion, has b f , tho city, as has 
also Mra Nellis, who bought the ticket of 
the Canadian Paci6c to Boston for ^^ti,'), tho 
alleged cut-rate price. They both went in 
tho direction of Portland, but did not leave 
by tho aanic train. Mr. Kietschiner left 
word that ho waa going to New Orleans. 
Bfforo going ho said : " This Canadian 
Pacific matter has been under cmi'iideratiou 
for a long time by the commisaion. It will 
now be settled whether or not the Canadian 
roads come under the jurisdiction of the 
interstate law." 



SHOT BY HIS WIPE. 

A Woman In Nevada City Demonstrates That 
She Will Not Be Whipped By 
Her Husband. 

Nkvada City, Cal., July 21.— Last night 

Mra. Nettie Snyder, eldest daughter of ex- 
County Clerk and ['.ecorder J. L Rogers, 
attempted to kill her husband. They be- 
came involveii in a c|narrol, during which 
Mrs. Snyder, taking up a shotgu i, started 
losvarJs her husband, who ran out of the 
room. She filed through tne door, a good 
part of the charge s! ri k iiig Snyder in the 
right forearm, causing aevi re wounds. A 
few shots struck him in the body and hip 
when Snyder ran from tho housi'. John 
Adams, who was sitting on tho porch, ro- 
eeived some shot, causing a slight injury. 
The woman justifies her action on tho fact 
that Snyder threatened tn whip her and she 
did not intend to let him do it.

A few days before 1 left Victoria I had the 
pleaMUip of lookiig at tno speoimena of 
huildmg nialfiial, ubicli were on exhibition 
fur the new (Jeveriiiuoot buikliuga, and then 
noticed aeveral a|)ui;itiiuiia from lUroliiy 
Sound. On making ei.iiiiiriea during my 
trip 1 found that aon of the moat valuable 
building material in the I'rovinco hud 
been found there.

RUSSIA SUPPORTS FRANCE. 



Hew Phase of the Siamese Dilii 
eulty— The King Preparinsr 
to Escape. 



Engflish Cabinet Ministers Discuss 
the Matter -Belligrerent Action 
of Fiance. 



Paris, July 21.— A statement haa leen 
publiehed that the Russian ambassador to 
France has given asauraoco that Russia will 
support Franco on all points involved in the 
Siameas difficulty. It is further said that 
the Russian fleet in Chinese waters is under 
orders to proceed to the Gulf of Siam for the 
purpose of supporting the French and pro- 
tecting French residents in Siani, and that 
it is expected to arrive there soon. A dis- 
patch from Bangkok states that the Siamese 
court is greatly agitated. Preparations are 
apparently under way for the depiirturo of 
the King nn<\ court fiom the capittil. Re- 
ports of the intention of the King to leave 
Uaugkok spread among the population and 
caused much exuitement. The diaputch 
adds that it is staled that a popular agita- 
tion in tuvor of l.i'rauuo has atarlod in the 
province of I5attaml)aug and that troops 
have been tent to put down the sedition. 

Le Uobuta says this morning;: "The left 
bank of the Mekong river is tlio minimuni 
of the claims of Franco. Afterwiirds we 
must obtain ou the right bank such a de- 
limitation of the frontier as will prevent 
any conflict in thb future. These are 
questions to bo settled directly with Siain. 
They do not concern England." 

Lo.suo.s, July 20. — Tlio French decision 
to blockade the whole coast of Sum in the 
event of wur is badly receii'ed in England. 
The blockade would bo entirely at Eng- 
land's expense. Not a single French sto*- 
mer trades to Bangkok. The British and 
Chinese merchants at Singapore and Hong- 
kong will 1)0 the auirerers. Admiral Hum- 
ann. in the event of u blockade, can dispoas 
of live wur vessels, the Triomphance, Piu- 
vier, Lion, Aspic, Viper and the ironclad 
Forfeit, besides three] vessels off Bangkok, 
but a few months' cruising in the typhoon 
season will probably cool French ardor. 

A special cabinet meeting was snmmoned 
in Downing Street yesterday afternoon, at 
which there was a full attendance. The 
demand of Fruuoo on Siam was discussed at 
length, and eventually instruotions for the 
Marquis of Dufforin, the British ambassa- 
dor to France, were formulated and ap- 
proved. Immediately after the meeting, 
Earl Roaebery, aecretary of state for foreign 
aflfairs, communicated with the admiralty 
in regard to the disposition of the fleet in 
Asiatic waters. Special orders were dis- 
patched by the admiralty to Vice- Admiral 
Freemantle, commander-in-chief of the Chi- 
nese division. These facta, together with 
the sudden cancelling of the Marquis of 
Dufferin's leave of absence, are regarded as 
hardly in harmony with ollicial predictions 
of a perfectly amicable settlement with 
France of the Siamese difliculty. Even if 
not alarmed by the course of France, the 
Government is believed to realize that the 
Siamese affair is fraught with the most 
serious possibilities, for which immediate 
preparation must be made by Great Britain. 

A Paris correspondent of the Standard 
mentions the fact that M. Deville, French 
Minister of Foreign Aflfairs, told the Senate 
yesterday that lie believed Siam would 
grant France satisfaction, as she realizes 
that Franco was able to exact compliance 
with the demands made. The correspond- 
ent continues : "The ultimatum was for- 
warded late on Wednesday afternoon. The 
substance was imparted to the British em- 
bassy before the ultimatum was dispatched. 
I believe it is incorrect to say that France 
claims the le>t bank of the Mekong river 
from the point where it issues from the 
Chineae frontier. What France claims is 
that within a reasonable period, Siam 
withdraw from the fortified points held on 
the K-ft bunk, and from the islands to 
which France lays claim as having inherited 
the risibts of Canibodia and Anoam. The 
extent to which the left bank will belong to 
France must be settled by a boundary com- 
mission," 

Bangkok, July I'l. — The belligerent at- 
ttitude of the French gunboats (Jonite, In- 
constant and Forfeit, opposite the middle 
ofjhe city, is causing great anxiety among 
the people. All three guuboata have steam 
up and are cleared for action. The men 
are continually beat to quurters, and they 
train the guns on any Siamese gunboat that 
happens to pass them on its way up or down 
the river, day and niglit, although in uc 
cordiinee with an agreement with M. I'avis, 
French Minister resident, the Siamese gov- 
ernment ende-ivots to allay suspicion hy 
warning in advance the French commandi-r 
of the passage of every .Siamese mun-ui- war. 
Siam is tbjing its boat to convince M. I'avis 
that her inlenlioiiH are amicable, but free- 
dom lit action in the negotiations is much 
restricted by the pressure exercised osten- 
sibly by the French war vessels. 

Saii:on, .July 21 — The land telegrui)h 
wires between this city and Bangkok have 
been cn.t by the .^iainece. This will cause 
some delay in sending dispatches to the 
French warships at Bangkok, as all mes- 
aagcH will have to be si nt via Madras, Cal- 
cutta, and thence through Burmah and 
down the Bay of Bengal to Singapore, and 
so on over the line that extends northeast- 
erly from Bangkok to Elephant Point.

Ni;\v York, July 21.— The World, this 
morning, publiabed the replies it has re- 
ceived from governors and United States 
senators of e\ cry state south of Mason and 
Dixon's lino and west of the Mississippi, for 
i\ Htateinent of their views upon three (|ues 
tions ; 

No. 1— -Whether or not thoy favor the re- 
peal of the .Sherman law ? 

No. '_' —What meosuro should be substi- 
tuted for the Sherman law if they do not 
favor its unconditional repeal '! 

No, 3— Whether or not an extra session 
of congress should enact tariff legislation ? 

Replies were not received to all the ques- 
tions, because many were taking; their vaca- 
tions at points beyond telegraphic commu- 
nication, but so far as they have been heard 
from not a single Southern governor or 
United States senator favors the Sherman 
law out and out. Some of the Southerners 
favor its unconditional repeal. All are will- 
ing and many are anxious that it should ho 
repealed conditionally, but they do not 
agree as to what should bo substituted for 
it. Nearly all thn_ Western and some of the 
Southern statesmen favor the absolute free 
coinage of silver. Several of them refer 
vaguely to a gold conspiracy and others 
condemn the crime of 73, when silver was 
deiiiiineti/.cd. Several of the replies from 
Republicans as well as Democrats favor 
tarilT li'giaiation by the special session, but 
most of them say tho tariff question has 



been dwarfed by the financial problem and 
ought to be kft alone until Congress ; . can 
deal with both queetions at once. ," c 

WERJIAN "TURNERS." 

Graud Jlcetlni; of tho "liunil" of Strong 
Men In Milwaukee. 

Milwaukee, Wis. , July 21.— The Turners 
of the country have taken the city by storm 
preparatory to the opening of the 26th Na 
tional Turnfest of the North American Tur 
ner Bund, They are coming on every train 
and the air reverberates with strains of 
music, for each arriving society is escorted 
to its headquarters by a reception commit 
tee of singers and a band. Headquarters 
haro been established for the Turners at the 
West Side Turner Hall, while reception 
headquarters are at the Exposition building. 
Over 3,000 active Turners and several thou- 
sand non-active members have already ar 
rived, so that the advance attendance is 
twice as large as that of tho lust Turnfest in 
Cincinnati in 1889. To-d«y is being given 
up to exchange of visits between the differ- 
ent delegations, and to-nlgbt the visitors 
will be formally welcomed at the Exposi- 
tion building by Governor Peck, Mayor 
Somers, Judge Walber and Speaker Braun, 
of St. Louis.

U. S. CUSTOMS INDICrSIENTS. 

Important Bound OfSclals Arrested for De- 
frauding the BeTenne. 

Portland, July 21.— There is muoji of 
interest about the arrests of customs officials 
here which has not been published hereto- 
fore. Altogether there have been sixteen 
persons indicated. Four of these have not 
been arrested, and one never will be. 
Among tho indictments returned was one 
for John Doe. This is said to have been for 
Capt. W. C. Moody. Ho was pilot on 
board the steamship Ilaytian Republic, and 
would probably have had full knowledge of 
any such transactions aa are alleged in tho 
indictment. But Capt. Moody is beyond 
the reach of any earthly impeachment, and 
if ho has any reckoning to make will make 
it in that bourne from whence no steamboat 
captain ever returna. Capt. Moody died at 
his homo in East Portland about a month 
ago. Why tho crand jury brought an in- 
dictment against a dead nian is not known. 

To-day the former special agent of the 
treasury, C. J. Mulkey, arrived from the 
Sound country and gave himself up. Mul- 
key is brother-in-law of Senator Dolph, and 
his name was freely mentioned in connec- 
tion with a smuggling ring which is said to 
have existed several years ago. Among 
the others living out of the city who were 
indicted were Patterson and Burgh. They 
were arrested in San Francisco yesterday, 
and when arrested had telegrams upon their 
persons notifying them of the indictment 
und advising them to Hy. Patterson was an 
officer aboard the Uaytian Republic, while 
Uurgb was a farmer who had a ranch down 
on the Columbia river. He Is under arrest 
on the suspicion that it was on his place and 
with his connivance that opium was landed, 
and on the general suspicion that he had a 
finger in the alleged pie. Two of the six- 
teen indicted have turned state's evidence 
and will not be tried. 



"IRELAND YET!" 

Erin's Day at ChlcaRo to Be the Greatest 
National Denioiistrntlon Ever Held 
on tho Continent. 

CuiCAno, July 21. — Within a few days 
circulars will bo sent out by a committee 
representing al! tho local Irish organizations 
to Irish societies and prominent Irishmen 
throughout the country, asking their co- 
operation is making Ireland's day at the 
World's Fair, which occurs early in Sep- 
tember, the greatest demonstration by the 
race that has ever taken place on this con- 
tinent. Tho promoters of the demonstra- 
tion expect that a niinimun of 100,000 
Irishmen will pass through the gates on 
Irish day. There will bo mass meetings at 
which Home Hole will bo lauded, and if 
the condition of Parliamentary business 
permits it is expected that some of the 
Home Rule members will he present. Tele- 
grama have already been received from rep- 
reaeiilativo Iriahriien of New Bork, Boston, 
Philadelphia and other cities pledging sup- 
port in making the event a memorable one. 



WHALING EXPERIENCES. 

.Several Craft Froeen In at the Month of the 
Mackenzie— Thirty Below Zero. 

San Fraucisco, July 21. — Capt. Vincent, 
of the whaler Grampus, writes that the 
whalers at the mouth of tho Mackenzie river 
arc having a hard time of it. The Grampus 
bad six whales, the Balena nine, the Nor- 
whal nine and the Newport three, The 
vessels were hemmed in by the ice, and it 
was found necessary to carry provisions 
ashore. It was nearly dark all the time, 
and the thermometer registered from 
twenty to thirty degrees below sseroi All 
of the whalers were reported as welt honsed.

THE CHOLERA CENTRE, 

Moooa appears to bo at present the great 
oholera oentre. Pilgrims {rom all parts of 
the Moslem world meet in that city. Its 
sanitary condition is bad and there is 
nothing to prevent tho spread of the dis- 
ease. The mortality ia therefore dreadful. 
When the pilgrima depart for their homes 
they take with them tho seeds of the dis- 
ease. The Egyptian Saait»ry Connoil take 
effective measures to prevent the disease 
spreading into Egypt and the countries 
near the Suez Canal, but Ihero ia no organi- 
zation to prevent its being brought to 
Europe by way of the Persian Gulf. In- 
fected pilgrima are taken to Asia Minor, 
Persia, the Caspian ports, the Cauoasas, 
and Russia. The spread of the 
dread diaoase from these places, 
if the oondilioua are favorable. ia 
only u matter of time. It is astonishing 
to see how steadily and how oonlinuouaiy 
it iruvela north waidj and westwards. It 
is said that the failure to interpose a bar- 
rier to the spread of the cholera in thete 
directions ia due to tho ignorance and ob- 
stinacy of the Sultan, or rather to tl e 
culpiiblo tliainolinution of European povvus 
to demand and compel the establishment i f 
the necoaaary aafeguards. It is propos'-d 
to place the sanitary governmeat oi the 
" holy places " in the hands of competent 
European com missions, endowed with 
power to enforce anuilury lawa. If ihia can 
be done, it ought to bo done. The expense 
would bo cousiderablOf buti H would bo a 
trifle compared with what a oholera panic 
costs the people of Europe and America. 

mE SAN FRANCISCO ALARMIST. 

The American journalist dearly loves a 
sensation. As long as he can publish some- 
thing that will astonish people and aet them 
talking be does not care much whether it is 
reuBonublo or unreasonubte, probable or im- 
probable, true or false. 
; The San iFranciseo Bulletin is evidently 
bound to make a's* much capital aa pcaible 
oat of the report that the British and Cana- 
dian Qovemments have deterirtned at last 
to fortify Ei-quimalt in a way something like 
adequate to ita importance aa a utival ata- 
tion. This is a matter that has been talked 
about, and written about for years. The 
necoaaity of fortifying the Paoiflo naval stu- 
tiou is so apparent that tho wonder ia, not 
that tho two Goverumenta have determined 
to begin tho work now, but that it has not 
been completed years ago. 

Tho Bulletin sees in this tardy action of 
the British authorities danger to the Amer- 
ican cities of the Sound. It wishes its 
readers to believe that Great Britain has: 
designs on those cities, that she is deter- 
mined to got command of the entrance of the 
.Sound and of the termini of at least two Am- 
erican transcontinental railroads, It there- 
fore urges the United States Government to 
fortify Port Angeles i^dd New JDungeneas, 
and to pliice on the Sound an effective naval 
force. Tho Bulletin does not believe that 
the fortification of Eaquimult is for pur- 
poaea nioruly defonaive. It haa not been 
alarmed to see formidable British ships of 
war making that harbor their headquarters 
for quite a ntimber of years, but as soon as 
there is talk of protecting the dry dock and 
arsenals of the station by great guns placed 
at difleront points inside and near tho 
harbor, it gets into a panic and 
credits Great Britain with entertaining 
.deifgUB hostile to the safety of American 
cities and ' Ameri'ian commerco. 'British 
ships of war have been for years stationed 
at Etquimalt, and have had coniiiiaud of 
tho olruilB of Fuca, without ahowiug that 
tho Govorumont which sends them there has 
tho remotest intention of injuring Ameri- 
can interests or .threateniog Amecioan terri- 
tory, bat dp sbgner is their fialk of planting

than the British naval tquadron, hitherto eo 
piaceful and f ieudly, br-comes transformed 
into a formidable force which must be 
guarded ngainSt. 

But this is not all. Oor oervona oonbero- 
porary, by a process of reasoning which 
is to persons of ordinary oipaoity per- 
fectly inoomprehenaiblo, cotnes to the con- 
olniion thit taking measurca to protect 
Government property in E quimalt ia an 
indieation that the Britiah Govern- 
ment intends to appropriate the 
Hawaiian lalunda. Because the long 
deferred determination to do this 
is arrived ut jiiat when a atcamship line baa 
b en eatabliahtd between Auatruliu and the 
Dominion of Canada, the suspicion thut 
Great Britain intends to gobble up the 
Hawaiian lalanda becomes a certainty. So 
the United States Uovernmeut must take 
mcLLBurea to " prevent tho drawing of the 
Britiah naval and iinmerciul cordon by the 
annexiition of lliiwaii without any nioio 
fooliahneas about it." Tho President will, 
no doubt, take due notice of the demands of 
the San Francisco journalist and govern 
himself according y. It is cheering to see 
that the race of aagucioua men, wlu) would 
have tho world believe that they can sco 
through a millstone, is not extinct. 



TfltJ SILVl'JR SUl'PLr. 

In tho courao of tho present eoiilroveray 
about silver in the United States, some im 
portant and interesting facts are being 
elicited. Very little haa hitherto been 
known by the general public about the pro- 
iluotion of silver, and the iiicreaae of thut 
prniluotion in the Uiiileii Sl^ite-H of lute 
years. Jn the abaeuoe of deliulte iufornia- 
lioii, it ia 8U|)po86d by many that the dis- 
covety of depoeitsof stiver ore has oaueed 
a very great increase in the output of 
silver and that there is danger that silver 
will become co cheap that it will altogetliir 
lose the cluiructer of being one of 1 ho 
precious metals. But there doea not aeem 
much chance of this conaunimatiim, ao 
greatly to bo dreaded by aomo, being rea- 
lized in oar dsy at any rate. Many will bo 
surprised to learn that the output of silver 
in tho United States is not now much more 
than double of what it was twenty years ago, 
before most of the discoveries of which 
we have heard so much were made. 
In 1873 the total product of silver 
in the United States was somewhat leas 
than 28,000,000 ounces. In 1892 the 
product was about 58,000,000 ounces. 
Tho increaae during tlio last eleven 
years has been rapid and contin- 
uous. The total production of silver in the 
States has been, during the last twenty 
years, 768,000,000 ounces — not quite a 
pound a head for its sixty-five millions of 
inhabitants. 

As might be expected, the price of silver 
has gone down with the greatly increased 
produotion^ but not in proportion to the in- 
crease. How much political movements 
and legislation, intended to bo favorable to 
silver, have affrcted tho price of the white 
metal, it would tuko a very wiso man to 
tell. There are many who believe that; the 
interference of Clovornment in the tilver 
market has affected its price prejudicially. 
However that may bo, it Is certain that leg- 
islation intended to keep up the price of 
silver has not prevented its depreciation. 
Silver hua kept falling in price almost 
oonlinuouaiy aiuco IST-'f. It was then 
$1 :i2 an ounce. For a limo it averaged 
SI 29, and it kept going down and down un- 
til it rea:}hed, in 1892, 87 cents. But this, 
although very low for silver, was not in 
proportion to the incrcaaed production. The 
drop that haa occurred lately ia noc duo to 
ordinary caiiaea. There has, owing to the 
abolition of free coinage of silver in India 
united with the uneasiness felt in business 
circles with respect to the course to be taken 
with regard to the continuance of the Sher- 
man Act, b-en a panic ip the silver market, 
not of tho United Slates only, but of the 
whole world. It ia reaaonable to conclude 
that when theae diaturuing influenceB are 
removed and confidence: is restored, there 
will be no sach serious fill in the price of 
silver aa many apprehend. It is not likely 
that ita production will be very greatly in- 
creased, for a time at any rate, and it ia cer- 
tain that its cheapness will cause a very 
considerable in-^reaae in its consumption in 
the arts. Under any oircumstancea, those 
districts in which silver can be produced 
cheaply will have u very great advantage 
over those in which the production is ex- 
pensi lO. 

THE PRO VOOA TION. 

It is aeon by a late telegram that Franco 
has demanded a very large sum aa in- 
demnity for ontrages perpetrated upon 
French citizens in Siam. No details of 
tbeaa outrages are given, but we find in a 
late number of the London Times the fol- 
lowing account of one of them : 

The pretext for thia hostile demonstra- 
tion aguioat Siain is, of course, tho unto- 
ward occurrence which lately look place in 
the neighborhood of Cam nion, in the dis- 
puted territory. No date has boeu given 
in either of the telfgruma uddresaod by tho 
Fiench Reaideut to hia (iovornnient, but it, 
appears thut at some time not very distant 
a treacherous attack waa made upon a 
Frerch ollicur and hia Annumito escort by a 
Siameao mandarin, and that tho inspector 
and aeveuleeu men were killed. According 
to the only veraion which h«a aa yet been 
made public, the circumatuncea were such 
as to make tho act of the uiuiidarin par- 
ticularly atrocious, since ho was himaolf be- 
ing eecorted by thia French inspector, M. 
Grosguiiu, through a population that for 
aomo reason or other waa unfriendly to him. 
Tho story tells how M. Groegurin 
loll ill, ,u.d how, having secretly sent to 
tho Governor of Houtenu for troops, tho 
mandarin himself shot tho inapcotor 
with his revolver aa he lay in bod, and leil 
the attack upon the Annuniite militia. Uf 
course, &uch ani ooout'r^oce is , entirely in- 
defensible, and, those who committed and 
ouooara^d it must ^receive a, very sharp 
lesson. But, according tio our Purls dorre- 
apondent's despatch QfiJ,une20,v t}ie Siamese 
(joveratneat haa behaved with perfect oor- 



reclnesa in the matter, and bus expressed 
not only its " profound regret," but alao ita 
willingness to compensate the families of 
the viotinis, and to punish the guilty per- 
sons. When a Government thus makes 
amends, the situation aecma hardly to call 
for gunboats with " guna mnunted in the 
t.nps ready for action." Possibly tho 
French Government, having to do with 
Orientals, thinks thut tho safest way to 
secure compensation is to exact it by a show 
of force. 

According to Mr. Norman, such a show 
of force ia by no means unoeceasury for the 
Siamese, both high and low, in oilioo and 
out of office, liavo very peculiar notiona 
about tho obligation to pay the debts they 
liavo contracted. Speaking in tho article 
from which we quoted yesterday of the way 
in which public business is done in Siam, ho 
Hiiya : 

But, it will bo asked, do not tho contract- 
ors preaa for their money'; Ves, a European 
firm once prea.iec! for a large Ciovernment 
debt, of lliirteen years' atuiiiling. The only 
result was th'it they were informed that in 
future no (JovorniiK'iit contracts would be 
given thein, and thia meant ruin. It is 
only tho fear of breaking confidence 
which prevents mo from tellinjr a 
acoro of such storioa. There aro Ihouaands 
of pounds of Sianieae debts in London un- 
paid at this moment, aa several Bond street 
tradesmen could testify, and Singapore mer- 
chants will only do cuah transacticuia with 
Siam. It ia u literal unexaggerati^d fact 
tluit mnat Siamese noblemen could conceive 
ilio priii dpU'a (i the elillVrent iai calculua 
more eanily Lh,in iliu idea that it i.'j dip- 
honorable to eviide tho pa\ment of u juatly 
incurred debt; and to appropriate to your- 
Helf that which belongs to and was destined 
for another.

An appeal to the Privy Council from the 
decision of tho Supreme court of Canada 
will bo made by Shot id . McMillan in tho case 
of Daviea vs. McMillan. The plaintilF (uir- 
hised tho stock of a Victoria trader, 
w ho was insolvent, after which the sherilf 
seiz-id tho goods un<ler executions isaucd ou 
judgments. At tho trial of an iiitorpleader 
issue, the jury found the trader's intent was 
to prefer the other creditors, but without 
tho plaintifTa knowledu'e. The Coun'y 
court gave judgment against the pbiintilf, 
and the judgment was aliirmed by ihf 
court in Victoria. A suit for trespHss 
was begun against the sheriU', but the judg 
incut in plaiuiiffs f.ivor; but this wua not. 
approved by tho Full court. The Supreme 
court of Canada reversid the decision of 
the Supreme court of Uritiah Columbia. An 
application was made before Justice 
Walken yesteriiay, for an order to stay 
proceedings, that the sherifif might appeal 
to the Privy Council and the case was ad- 
journed until the 24ih inst.

New and Powerful EiploslWB vnilcU Is to be 
Used by the British Army. 

The smokeless powder whioti has been 
adopted by the British Government for use 
with the new English army'' nfte is known 
as cordite. It derives its nome from its 
structure, the powder being made up in 
etrbgb 01 cords of varying thickness, from 
about three-hundrodthB of an inch to half 
an inch in diameter. The thick cordite is 
out in lengths of fourteen inobes. The cor- 
dite used ia field gnns is cut in strips 
measuring eleven inches in length. The 
small arm ammunition is made up of sixty 
strands to u loud. 

According to Colrael F. W Burke of the 
British artillery, tho new cordite is a com- 
bination of nitro-oeltalose and nitro-glycer- I 
ine. The combination is 37 per cent, gun- 
cotton, 58 per cent, nitro-nlycerine, and 5 
per cent, vasolino, to which is added a pro- 
portion of acetone diatilled from wood. The 
mixture takes on a stringy form. 

In a maguzine riQe a cliaM;« of seventy 
grains of black gunpowder gives a velocity of 
1,S30 feet a second, vyhile thirty grains of 
ciirdite give the aaine bullet a velocity of 
2 000 feet. To obtain a velocity of 1,710 
feet a second in a field gun requires a black- 
powder charge of four piiuiida. Tho sanio 
veloci'y is obiainablo from ono pound and a 
half ounce of cordite. 

Cordite, it ia stated, haa succeasfuUy with- 
stood all climatic tests inipo.-ied at the 
powder works at Walthain, Falkland. Cor- 
dite samplea have been expoaed in an open 
case in an open pouch to rain, enow and the 
sun, and retained their force unimpaired.

AN OPINION DESIJIED. 



School Trustees to Ask the Attorney- 
General Abont Eiuployingr 
Teachers. 



Junior Classes May Compete for Pro- 
motious — Smead-Dowd Sys- 
tem Disonssed. 



The Board of School Trustees of Viotoria, 
"blirough the Superintendent of Education, 
intend to obtain the opinion of the Attor- 
ney-General before concluding to employ 
inatruotora in physical culture, caltaihenicB, 
ahort-hand, free-hand or geometrio draw- 
ing, masto or other branches Bot inoladcd 
in the public eohool carrioulum. An opinion 
in regard to the matter was obtained from 
the Superintendent of liducation yeatorday, 
and his decision was that salaries for 
teachers of these ipeoial branches could not 
legally be taken out of the public fund. 
Upon his odvioe, however, the official 
opinion of the Attorney-Oeneral will bo 
asked. 

School auporintondenta will bo re(|ue8ted 
to permit the junior chiaacs as well as the 
senior clasBca of each diviaion to 
write for promotion, Heretofore the 
senior olasaes alonu have hud the privilcRU 
of being promoted and, aliould this meuauro 
bo acceptable, both clasaea will compete. 

At laat nif;ht'a moating of tho Board, 
Truateea Vatca, Sauudera, Marchand, Luvell 
and Hayward wore preaent, tho latter 
gontlciiiun preaiding. 

Suiilo >t U.iy, whoso plana for tho con- 
templated school building were awarded 
lirat place, in a conimunicalioii referred to 
tho wibdoni of tho Board in culling in an ex- 
pert, and otated that tho firiri would pro- 
ceed with the worhing pinna immediately 
on receipt of the competitors' aketchea. 

T. C. tiorby addreaaed a letter to tho 
Board, in which ho objected to Mr. Fripp'a 
report upon the plans submitted by him, 
and intimated that It was because of the 
expert's adverse report respecting hia plana 
that they wore not accepted by tho Board. 

TiuisTKE Yatks remaiked that Mr. Sorby 
was laboring under a doluaiou, in thinking 
that it waa through Mr. Fripp that hia 
plana for a achool building were not accept- 
ed. He said the action waa taken by the 
Board because tho plans did not fill the ro- 
quireinenta and not on account of any 
opinion held by Mr. Fripp. The truateo 
intimated that Mr. Sorby waa troubled with 
profeaaional jcalouay. 

A resolution to the effect that Mr. Sorby 
should bo informed that it waa only an act 
of courtesy on the part of tho Board that 
the cjcpert waa even shown hia plana, was 
passed. This, Trustees Yatea and Lovoll 
thought would servo to placo Mr. Fripp in 
a better light in Mr. Sorby'a oyea. 

Mr. Dowd'a communication treating on 
tho subject of heating school houses waa 
laid on tho table for future consideration. 

Samples of slate blackboard were B<int for 
the Board's examination by Alonzo Hull, of 
Seattle, with a description of the superior 
kind of blackboard the slate' would make. 

Mr. Yates moved that the sample should 
be sent to Architects Sonle & Day and \\. 
Bidgway- Wilson with iustruotions to make 
inquiries and report as to the oomparutive 
merits of the Seattle slate and local material 
for blackboard purposes. 

Mr. Ewart was present with diagrams of 
toilet arrangements for the school buildings 
which he exp'ained to the trustees and gave 
prices at which the material could be 
furnished. 

Four hundred and eighty double desks 
will be reiiiiired for the now school. Mr. 
Haatie attended the meeting and mado a 
propoaition to furniali the required number 
of hotter (|uality and at a lower figure than 
could be obtained of any one else. 

After discussing tho matter it waa con- 
cluded to examine u. sample desk which Mr. 
Hastie will present to the Board later for its 
inspection. 

The petition from land owners in the 
vicinity of the newly chosen school site on 
Michigan and Park streets, was taken up. 
The Board decided that the petition arrived 
too late for any action being taken, as the 
Board had agreed to accept the site offered 
by Mr. Wilson. A resolution expressing 
regret because of inability to consider tho 
question at this time, was adopted. 

\Vm. Murray and Edward Bragg sent in 
applications for clerk of works of tho new 
buildings. It was decided to lay the com- 
munications on the tul)lo as it was deemed 
too early to make the appniutrnent. 

Frederick Williuma and W. J. Quinlan 
oirereii certain property for sale for school 
purposes. Mr. Yatea said enough land had 
already bsen bought, and the comniunica- 
tiona were filed.

Edward Mallandaino, in a report, men- 
tioned cert.vin contraots that had been let, 
with tbu liourd'ti uijprovul, for pointing, 
kalaoniining and otherwise repairing school 
houses. 

Tho Smead Dowd system of steam-heat- 
ing was diacuased at length. Mr. Yates 
strongly opposed its adoption.

Ho 
understood that architccta had mentioned 
thia system in their phiiia for tlie new 
school building, because tho opinion had 
somehow bocn formed that tho Board waa 
partial to thia syatein.

Tkcsteb Loveix favored it because ho be- 
lieved it to he both economical and efficient, 
although he was desirous of procuring tho 
best that could be obtained. 

Trustee Haywabd was inclined to piefer 
the system.

" BRITIIEIl SCOTS ! " 

Proceedings at the UoKular Meeting Last 
Night— Tribute to " Tho Crofters' 
Frleud." 

Tho Sir William Wallace Society hold 
their regular weekly meeting last evening. 
There waa a good attendance. President 
Jameson called the meeting to order, and 
after routine referred to tho meeting hold in 
the Pioneers' hall in commemoration of tho 
centenary of Sir Alexander Mackenzie's ar- 
rival at the Pacific Coast, and to the part 
which tho Sir Wiliam Wallace Society bad 
taken in that coinniemoratiou. Ho aaid 
that the chairman of tho Centenary commit- 
teo, Mr. Begg, had taken an active jiurt in 
tho organization of that meeting, which had 
led to the puaaing of an important reaolu- 
tion to have the portrait ot the explorer 
prepared aa u memorial of that great ex 
pedition acroaa the then unknown western 
portion of tho North American con- 
tinent. Ho considered it due to 
Mr. Begg, who was the oldest hon- 
orary member of Sir William Wallace 
aociety, that tho society ahould in some way 
honor him, which ho proposed to do l)y 
having placed in the hall an excellent por- 
trait of tho honorary member, which he had 
procured. Thia, ho hoped, would not be 
diaploasing to Mr. Begg. The president 
then read the following address : 

In behalf of the Sir William Wallace 
Society, of Viotoria, I have much pieuaure 
in thanking Mr. Alexander Begg (known 
tho world over as 'the Crofter's Friend') 
for the very active and hearty interest he 
has taken in commem'>rating with British 
Columbians the centenary of Sir Alexander 
Mackenzie's arrival on the Pacific Coast. 

As a token of our esteem for Mr. Begg 
as a Scotchman and a man, we have pro 
cured a portrait of the venerable crofter 
himself, which will be given an honored 
place iu tho hall of the society. Its pVesenco 
will constantly remind us of his sterling 
worth, and keep aliva our warm regard for 
him. 

A Scotchman by birth, and a British Col- 
umbian by adoption, none appreciate more 
than Mr. Bogg tho grand [lo.Hailjilities of 
our Pacific Province— tho land of illimitablo 
reaourcea and the treasure house of untold 
mincB of wealth. With hardy Scoichmen 
to form part of tho bono and aiiiew of the 
laud, British Columbia's advance in tho 
next century must eclipao tho wonderful 
prugresa recorded during the last hundred 
years, proud though that progress has been.

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THREE NEW STEAMSHIPS. 



Tbey Are to Bo Bailt in fingland for 
the Great Northern Line to 
the Orient 



News of tlin "Watpvfrnnft— H.Hr.S. (Jar- 
net to Be Replaced by the 
Wild Swan. 



Mr. F. C. DAvicige, who hia been iu St. 
Paul for tho past few wooks making arrange- 
ments with Presideat Hill, of the Oreut 
Northern Railway, for tlio establishment of 

a new ateamship line between tho Sound 
and Oriental ports, has roturnod home, 
having been auccessful in hia efTorta. As 
Mr. Diividgo is u Victorimi, he Ims Innked 
alter this city's interests, inasmuch us ho 
will have Viotoria one of the principal ports 
of call for the ateamshipa. Air. Davidgo 
says all agro^nients entered upon so far have 
been very satisfactory, and the tinal one, 
to complete the neKOtiationa, was signed 
in the preaenoe of Mr. Samuels, bead of the 
firm of Samuel, Samuela & Co., who came 
from London to St. Paul especially for that 
purpose. Tliero can, perhaps, be uo better 
idea of the arrangements given tluiu that 
which Mr. D.ivtdgo cxpreaaud in an inter- 
view whioli ^ffua grunted a ISonllIe Tele- 
graph reporter while iu thivt city 
on Tuoadivy laat. It is na follows : 
" I have been twice lo St. I'aul, and, after 
two nuinthH' lime, tiniilly eueeeedi'd in clos- 
ing iirrangemenla with Mr. Hill. Our 
ugreeiuent ia anch tlint the iiilcreata of 
Seattle merchants have iilsi) been consulted, 
so tlmt thi.'y eu.n ship to iiitennediatc points 
on the niilway nt the same rates aa we can, 
aa it ia llie lerininal Kiatorn piiinta that wo 
are reaching for. We will run steamships 
direct from tho Orient to Seattle, with a 
short atop at Victoria. In Seattle tliu firm 
of Samuel Samuels fc Co. will have their 
coast ollice, of which 1'" C. Davidge & Co. 
will have charge. All outgoing shipments, 
such aa lumber, tiah, etc., will be from this 
port. 

'• The real pick of tea ia about over now 
80 that it is not likely lliat tho Qrat ateam- 
ahip will reach hero before September. We 
will then catch tho season on the latea and 
run about every mouth. During tho winter 
months, say from Uecember to May, our 
ships will run to this port about every bI.x 
weeks. If occasion or trade demands, they 
will bo started oftener, as it ia not proposed 
to run them at any stated times. Wo will 
either use our own or charter ships for the 
present, whichever may be handier. 

" We bad arranged to put shipa on this 
line a few weeks a^o, but aa the negotia- 
tions with tho railway company were de- 
layed the abips were otherwise chartered. 
Orders have been placed in England for 
three new ships to be built by May 1 nex"., 
and to be used exclusively on the Seattle 
run. When con\pleted tboy will be the onjy 
complete freight carriers on the Pacific. 
They will have a capacity of 4,000 tons and 
will oarry long length lumber, such aa no 
other vessel on that line can now do. 

"This will result in building up an im- 
mense lumber trade for the Sound country, 
as there is and has been a fair market on 
the other shores that bus never been sup- 
plied because tho shipa couldn't carry the 
lengtha desired. Eighty or ninety feet 
lengths betwien decks will bo carried by us. 
There will also be special comportments for 
carrying camphor and fish oils. This ia im- 
possible now, owing to the contamination 
with tea that would surely result. All that 
business we will have exclusively and ruu 
equal chances for the rest. 

"Arrangcmeuta have also been made with 
tho Great Northern I''.xpreBB company for 
the trausmisaion of small packages. That 
will mean principally aimplea of a cargo 
which rtiU he sent to various parta of ttie 
stati s. 

" It will be tho effort of Samuel Samuels 
& Co to reach evfir> point on this continent 
and India. The thipa will have accommo- 
dations for passengera, but it ia not, tho in- 
tention to run them us racing veaaels, for 
cargo ia the end desired for tho present. 
Shipments will reach New York a day 
ahorter than by any other line. At West 
Superior the transfer will bo made to tho 
big lake boats and the ruu made from there 
to BufTalo in three and one-half days. 

"The firm of Samuel Samuels & ('o., of 
Yokohama and London, is thoroughly re- 
liable, and have immense interests. They 
have a fleet of ships running from Japan to 
New York, London and the continent, and 
at odd times have run to San rranoisoo, the 
Palmaa and Masoott, which were there last 
summer, being two of Samnela' boats. They 
also carry oil from Russia to India, China 
and Japan, having nine tank steamers afloat 
and twenty-one under contract, which will 
make a fleet reprci-enting an investment of 
three milliona sterlmg." 

Regarding the now steamships, Mr. 
Davidye aaya it will probably bo next May 
before they are ready for aervice. Their 
construction has not yet commenced, but 
the plana upon which they will be biiili will 
bo got out immediately and subndtttd for 
inspection to the promoters of the lino.

The Britiah ahip Karl of Dunsmore which 
recently arrived at Toit I ownaend from San 
l"rtti)ciaco and vvaa lowed to Tuciim'i yester- 
<lay to carry grain foreign, ia .•jtariing ofi' in 
hard luck. When the vchscI cleared from 
tho Cilifornia metropolis her destination 
was Victoria, a foreign port, but when she 
arrived olT Capo Fiuttcry telegraphic in- 
atructions were placed aboard by a tug boat 
instructing her captain to proceed to I'own- 
aend. Accordingly orders were given the 
tug boat to bring her in, where, upon arri 
vnl, she was promptly fined .SlOO for enter- 
ing coastwise ■ whiic carryi:ig a foreign 
clearance. It is, however, understood that 
Colleotor Saunders will recommend that the 
fine be remitted, us there is no evidenci' 
that tho captain wilfully disobeyed the 
regulations governing the matter. Had the 
Dunsmore oomo to Victoria, entered and 
then-cleared for Port Townsond, the ex- 
pense, inoluding towago, pilotage, tounugj 
does and incidentals, would have been con 
siderable. Considering all these things, it i^i 
more than probable that the money will be 
refunded.

STRIKING MINERS. 

The Case of the Kansas Mci\ hlkcly to I'^lnd Its 
Way Into Court. 

TofEKA, July 21. — The striking Kansas 

ootti miners will attempt to defeat the mine 
owners through the medium of the courts, 
with tho u8.<ii8tauco of tho I'opuliat stuto 
olUcora. Kx- Assistant Attornoy-Ueneral Al- 
len has beeu employed by the Union, and 
left this morning for Pittsburg lo gather 
evidence. Ho proposes to make all prtpur- 
atious for bringing auit against the coal 
o|)erators under tho anti-trust law, alleging 
that all tho coal companies interested in the 
strike have formed a trust or com bine to keep 
wages dowu and to lix the pticu of iho out- 
put of the mines. Mr. Allen says that the 
Attorney-General will institute the pro- 
ceedings when all is in readiness. The 
A ttorne} -General has also begun proceed- 
ings against the railroad companies that 
ai e supposed to be interested in mining 
propei'tiea, to recover iurfetture of their 
charters, on the ground that the law does 
not permit railroad companies to operate 
mines. 

Leavenworth, Kan., July 21. — It is said 
here by the railroad officers that 1,OOU 
colored men were put on the cars at Bir- 
mingham, Alu. , and started for Kansas to 
take the places of tho striking miners. It 
is thought they will go to Pittsburg, and 
from that place be distributed to all the 
airecl(.-d mines in the Stale. Trouble, and 
perhaps bloodshed, will undoubtedly follow 
such an attempt.

the City of Victoria upon which 

Taxes have been due and in ar- 
rear for two years. 



WHEBBAS it is expedient that all lands or 
ImproTemonts or real property within 
the limits of the CorporaUon of the City of 
Victoria npon wh'oh munlotpal taxes have 
been duo ant] in arrear for two years shall bo 
sold and llio proceeds applied in iho reduction 
of such taxes : 

Do it therefore (nactcd by the Municipal 
CouncU of the Corporation ot the City ot Vic- 
toria OS follows: 

1. Tho Collector of tho Municiral Council ot 
tlio Corpor.itlon of tho City of Victoria la here- 
by iiuthorizod and diiected whonaoover taxes 
on any land or iniproveinenta or real properly 
have boon duo lor two ycara precdlng tho cur- 
rent j-uar. to submit to the Mayor o£ i ho City 
of Victoria a Hat, In dunlica'e. of all the lands 
or Iraprorementa or ri ol propeity liable, under 
tho provtalons of this by-law, to be sold for 
taxes, with tho am untot arrears agednat each 
lot eet opposite to the same, and the Mayor 
aliall cuthcniioato such Hat by nlllxinK thereto 
1 he seal of ti'O Corporal ion aid his aiK'nalurc- 
and ono of such lima i-liall bo depoailcd wiili
